The  Notice  convening  the  Meeting  was  taken  as  read. 
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Tlie  Minutes  of  tlie  Annual  General  Meeting  lield  on  the 
26th  March,  1943,  were  taken  as  read,  confirmed,  and  signed 
by  the  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  spoke  with  the  deepest  regret  of  the  death  of 
Mr.  Herbert  Meynell,  who  had  joined  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  in  1905,  had  been  Vice-Chairman  from  1919 — 1932, 
when  he  resigned  from  that  position,  and  had  continued  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee  until  his  death ;  he  had  also  been 
a  Trustee  since  1910. 

On  behalf  of  those  present  he  tendered  their  very  deep 
sympathy  to  Mr.  Cuthbert  Meynell. 

In  presenting  the  Report,  the  Chairman  extended  a  hearty 
welcome  to  the  Mayor;  he  also  extended  a  welcome  to  the 
Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Royal  Hospital  (Mr.  W.  H.  Harper). 

He  referred  with  great  regret  to  the  death  of  Mr.  N.  B. 
Graham,  Chairman  of  the  Royal  Hospital,  and  asked  Mr. 
Harper  to  convey  the  Meeting’s  deep  regret  to  his  Committee. 

The  number  of  patients  had  increased  greatly;  possibly  the 
population  of  Wolverhampton  had  increased.  It  might  be, 
however,  that  the  Hospital  was  getting  better  known  and  that 
people  wTere  taking  more  advantage  of  it. 

Of  the  three  Resident  Surgeons,  two  were  Refugees  from 
other  countries,  who  would  presumably  return  there  after  the 
War,  when  all  here  would  be  very  sorry  to  lose  them. 

Miss  A.  D.  Baxter,  who  had  left,  was  possessed  of  exceptional 
ability  and  had  carried  out  valuable  re-organisation. 

Concerning  the  training  of  First-Aid  Personnel  at  Works 
as  regards  accidents  to  the  eye,  the  Committee  felt  that  Firms 
had  not  fully  availed  themselves  of  such  training. 

A  Hospitals  Joint  Advisory  Council  had  been  formed  in 
Wolverhampton  between  the  Corporation,  the  Royal  Hospital 
and  the  Eye  Infirmary.  At  the  moment  its  activities  might 
be  described  as  “feeling  its  feet,”  but  the  issue  of  the  White 
Paper  seemed  to  indicate  that  it  would  necessitate  an  extension 
of  its  area  and  consequently  an  increase  of  its  usefulness. 

Further  building  would  probably  be  required  after  the  War, 
when  costs  might  easily  be  double  those  at  the  time  of  the  last 
enlargements  in  1938. 

The  recent  Government  White  Paper  on  National  Health 
Services  would  mean  the  destruction  of  the  Eye  Infirmary 
as  a  Voluntary  Hospital.  It  would  appear  that,  after  a  shower 
of  flattery  from  the  Government,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
would,  if  they  accepted  the  invitation  to  take  a  place  in  the 
Scheme,  be  regimented  to  the  standard  of  every  other  Hospital 
in  the  country;  they  would  not  be  able  to  stir  a  finger  without 
reference  to  Authority. 
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The  Managing  Committee  would  not  hesitate  to  suffer  this, 
if  they  were  convinced  that  it  was  for  the  good  of  the  patients; 
but  was  this  so?  The  Eye  Infirmary  had  undertaken  to  treat 
“free”  anyone  whose  basic  income  did  not  exceed  <£6  a  week; 
others  could  obtain  eye  treatment,  not  available  elsewhere 
locally,  on  payment.  The  Government  Scheme  would  extend 
free  treatment  to  those  with  incomes  in  excess  of  £6  a  week. 

The  Voluntary  Hospitals  would  have  to  suffer  destruction 
in  order  to  provide  free  treatment  for  the  richer  people.  He 
thought  that  such  people  preferred  to  get  treatment  from  a 
private  Surgeon  and  to  pay  for  it ;  the  Government  would  be 
providing  something  that  was  not  wanted.  That,  in  effect, 
was  the  Scheme  as  it  stood.  It  would  mean  that  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  would  get  no  subscriptions ;  the  resources  and  the- 
Endowment  Fund  of  the  Eye  Infirmary  would  be  used  in 
relief  of  the  taxpayer.  As  the  law  stood  it  could  not  be  done. 
He  doubted  if  any  Government  would  be  so  bold  as  to  take 
over  the  Funds  voluntarily  subscribed  to  Institutions  such  as 
the  Eye  Infirmary. 

Did  the  electorate  of  the  country  think  that  the  time  had 
come  for  the  Voluntary  system  to  go?  If  they  knew  what  the 
Voluntary  system  meant,  he  did  not  think  that  they  would 
wish  it  to  go.  The  present  system  was  the  spirit  and  urge 
behind  the  efforts  of  purely  voluntary  workers  for  this  and 
other  Hospitals;  the  proposal  was  to  destroy  it.  He  felt  that 
this  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  electorate. 

The  Mayor,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report,  said 
what  pleasure  it  gave  him  to  be  there — especially  after  his 
visit  to  the  Eye  Infirmary  on  Christmas  Day.  Both  he  and 
the  Mayoress  were  deeply  interested  in  all  Institutions  in  the 
town.  Although  he  had  been  on  the  Council  for  twenty  years, 
he  had  learned  more  of  the  work  of  the  Hospitals  in  those  few 
months  than  he  had  in  all  the  other  years. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Harper,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  Report, 
congratulated  the  Committee  on  their  financial  position ;  he 
felt  that  the  Eye  Infirmary  deserved  all  the  support  which  it 
received.  The  total  of  £12,066  from  the  Workpeople’s 
Hospital  Saturday  Subscriptions  was  indeed  creditable.  He 
wished  the  Eye  Infirmary  continued  success. 

Personally,  when  the  White  Paper  was  brought  out,  he  was 
disappointed.  He  had  had  many  conversations  with  the  two 
previous  Ministers  of  Health,  but  not  with  the  present  one. 
The  first  words  of  the  Minister  on  introducing  this  White 
Paper  to  the  House  of  Commons  were  words  of  apology  and 
withdrawal;  there  would  be  no  free  treatment  at  all.  According 
to  the  Beveridge  Report,  the  contribution  for  hospital  treat- 
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ment  would  be  lOd.  per  week.  In  this  district  the  workpeople 
were  paying  4d.  to  the  Royal  Hospital  and  ^d.  (in  some  cases 
a  Id.)  to  the  Eye  Infirmary.  As  far  as  he  could  see,  the 
Patient  would  not  get  anything  extra  for  this  money. 

The  Hospitals  would  have  to  work  under  the  Local 
Authorities.  Local  Authorities  had  had  power  since  1875  to 
do  a  great  deal  for  Hospitals,  and  since  1929  they  had  had 
added  power  to  spend  money  in  the  provision  of  Hospitals  and 
Hospital  services.  With  a  few  notable  exceptions,  of  which 
Wolverhampton  was  one,  Local  Authorities,  who  had  had 
golden  opportunities,  had  neglected  to  do  anything.  Why, 
then,  should  the  Hospitals  be  handed  over  to  the  Authorities 
which  had  not  used  their  powers  for  the  benefit  of  the  Patient? 

He  had  hoped  for  Central  bodies  to  be  set  up  on  which  the 
Local  Authority  and  the  Hospitals  could  help  each  other. 
There  was  no  suggestion  in  the  White  Paper  that  Voluntary 
Hospitals  should  have  any  representation  on  the  Administra¬ 
tive  Bodies  suggested. 

The  proposal  of  the  White  Paper  was  that  Hospitals  should 
receive  T2  per  bed  per  week,  whereas  the  cost  per  bed  at  the 
Eye  Infirmary  in  1943  had  been  practically  £4  11s.  Od.  The 
Local  Authority  would  pay  the  Eye  Infirmary  for  the  work 
which  they  did,  but  they  would  not  pay  the  full  cost;  thus  the 
grant  and  the  amount  received  from  the  Local  Authorities 
would  not  meet  the  full  cost.  It  would,  therefore,  be  for  the 
Managing  Committee  to  make  up  the  difference  from  voluntary 
sources. 

The  British  Hospitals  Association  was  fighting  the  Scheme, 
and  he  wished  them  every  success.  He  wished  to  pay  a  great 
tribute  to  the  Chairman  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association, 
who  was  giving  an  enormous  amount  of  time  to  ensure  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  receiving  a  “square  deal.” 

The  Report  was  then  adopted. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Cuthbert  Meynell,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Haycraft,  and  carried  unanimously,  that  Major  K.  Lemesle 
Adams,  O.B.E.,  Mr.  G.  B.  Jenks  and  Major  A.  R.  Twentyman, 
M.A.,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  re-elected  members  of  the 
Managing  Committee. 

The  election  of  Mr.  Cuthbert  Meynell  and  Mr.  G.  Ronald 
Sankey,  M.A.,  A.M.I.E.E.,  as  Trustees,  was  confirmed. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Manby,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lewis, 
and  carried  unanimously,  that  Messrs.  B.  Smith,  Son  &  Wilkie 
be  re-elected  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  G.  Leonard  Robinson, 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Albiston,  was  unanimously  passed  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  the  valuable  services  which  they 
had  rendered  during  the  past  year. 
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Mr.  Haycraft,  in  acknowledging  the  vote  of  thanks  on 
behalf  of  his  colleagues,  said  that  they  hoped  to  be  able  to 
continue  in  their  work  without  drastic  alterations.  He  wished 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Nursing  Staff  for  the 
excellent  help  which  they  gave  to  the  Surgeons ;  during  the 
many  years  in  which  he  had  been  at  the  Eye  Infirmary  they 
had  always  had  a  good  team.  He  thought  that  his  colleagues 
would  agree  that  they  derived  great  benefit  from  their  work 
at  the  Eye  Infirmary ;  he  found  that  hospital  work  was  the 
happiest  work  of  all. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Jenks,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hill,  and 
carried  unanimously,  that  votes  of  thanks  be  accorded  to  :  —

NATIONAL  ECONOMY. 

Y our  Committee  feels  it  their  duty  to  continue  to  reduce 
the  size  of  the  General  Report  by  omitting  the  usual  lists  of 
Subscriptions,  Donations,  etc.,  and  by  reducing,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  remaining  sections  of  the  Report. 

PATIENTS. 

The  total  number  of  New  Patients  has  been  26,621,  and  the 
Number  of  In-Patients  1,620. 

There  have  been  74,882  attendances;  12,657  accidents  have 
been  treated ;  most  of  these  have  been  attended  to  without 
tickets.

SIGHT  TESTING. 

The  general  public  are  reminded  that  the  services  of  the 
Eye  Infirmary  include  (in  addition  to  the  treatment  of  diseases 
of,  and  accidents  to,  eyes)  ordinary  tests  of  eyesight. 

Persons  bringing  tickets  can  have  such  tests  and  be  provided 
with  prescriptions  for  spectacles  by  the  Medical  Stall.  Such 
prescriptions  can  be  made  up  by  the  official  dispensing 
opticians  on  the  premises  at  special  prices,  or  by  any  competent 
optician,  at  the  option  of  the  patient. 

Members  of  Approved  Societies  requiring  sight  tests  should 
bear  in  mind  that  they  may  be  entitled  to  a  private  examina¬ 
tion  by  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  to  assistance  in  buying  the 
prescribed  spectacles.  The  Lady  Almoner  can  give  advice 
about  obtaining  this  benefit.

Mr.  E.  E.  Wilshaw  relinquished  the  post  of  Manager  at 
Messrs.  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  and  was  thanked  by  your  Com¬ 
mittee  for  his  services. 
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Mr.  D.  J.  Leather,  who  succeeded  him,  has  accepted  the 
position  of  Honorary  Treasurer. 

THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Miss  M.  M.  Loughnan,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O.,  relinquished 
the  post  of  Registrar  upon  being  appointed  an  Officer  in  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps ;  she  had  given  devoted  service 
for  5J  years. 

Mr.  A.  Hirtenstein,  M.H.,  D.O.  (Oxon.),  at  one  time  House 
Surgeon,  has  replaced  her  as  Registrar. 

Mr.  K.  H.  Mehta,  M.B.,  B.S.  (Bombay),  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.  (London),  relinquished  the  post  of  House  Surgeon, 
and  Miss  F.  Fischer,  M.D.,  and  Miss  M.  Campbell,  M.B., 
B.Ch.,  B.A.O.,  were  appointed. 

THE  NURSING  STAFF. 

With  the  growing  number  of  both  In-Patients  and  Out- 
Patients,  your  Committee  felt  it  necessary  to  increase  the  Staff 
by  three  Nurses,  the  establishment  now  being  one  Matron, 
five  Sisters,  four  Staff  Nurses,  seven  Assistant  Nurses,  and 
nine  Probationers — a  total  of  26. 

Additional  accommodation  will  have  to  be  provided  as  soon 
as  circumstances  permit. 

The  Report  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  as  regards  the 
salaries  of  the  Nursing  Staff  has  been  adopted — with  a 
consequent  increase  in  expenditure. 

ORTHOPTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

Miss  Joan  Tallyn  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Orthoptist  to 
meet  the  increasing  work,  but  resigned  upon  joining  the 
Women’s  Auxiliary  Air  Force;  her  place  has  been  taken  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Pearce. 
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THE  DISPENSARY. 

The  increasing  number  of  Patients  made  it  necessary  to 
increase  the  Staff. 

Miss  S.  S.  Sleigh  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Dispenser. 

ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT. 

To  meet  the  demands  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  upon 
the  services  of  this  Department,  your  Committee  appointed 
Miss  M.  M.  Walker,  A.I.H.A.,  Assistant  Almoner.  Upon  the 
resignation  of  Miss  A.  D.  Baxter,  A.I.H.A.,  who  took  up  a 
position  at  the  Victoria  Infirmary,  Glasgow,  Miss  Walker  was 
appointed  Senior  Almoner  and  Miss  Geraldine  Bennett, 
A.I.H.A.,  Assistant  Almoner. 

THE  DOMESTIC  STAFF. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Labour  as  regards 
wages  and  conditions  of  service  has  been  adopted — with  a 
consequent  increase  of  Staff  and  expenditure. 

TRAINING  OF  FIRST-AID  PERSONNEL  AT  WORKS 
AS  REGARDS  ACCIDENT  TO  THE  EYE. 

Your  Committee  are  still  prepared  to  extend  training  to 
State  Trained  Nurses  for  periods  of  not  less  than  two  months. 

THE  MIDLAND  OPHTHALMOLOGICAL  SOCIETY. 

Your  Committee  welcomed  the  Meeting  of  the  above,  which 
was  held  here  on  the  2nd  November. 

THE  WOLVERHAMPTON  HOSPITALS’  JOINT 
ADVISORY  COUNCIL. 

Your  Committee  has  appointed  Representatives. 

Miss  Oliver,  Assistant  Secretary,  has  been  appointed 
Secretary  to  the  Council. 
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DEEP  MEDICAL  DIATHERMY  INSTRUMENT. 

Your  Committee  hope  to  install  very  shortly — at  a  cost 
exceeding  £150 — the  above  instrument. 

More  than  £150  was  expended  during  1943  on  new 
equipment. 

HOSPITAL  TREATMENT  FOR  KEY  WORKERS 
IN  VITAL  WAR  FACTORIES. 

Your  Committee  are  co-operating  whole-heartedly  to  meet 
the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  regards  priority 
facilities  to  be  afforded  to  key  workers ;  they  had  anticipated 
these  wishes  and  had  already  taken  steps  to  expedite  all 
Out-Patient  treatment. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS  FROM  FIRMS. 

Your  Committee  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  increasing 
number  of  Employers  of  Labour  who  subscribe,  showing  a 
real  appreciation  of  the  wonderful  facilities  provided  by  this 
Eye  Infirmary. 

Your  Committee  would  appreciate  greatly  the  support  of  all 
Employers  of  Labour  throughout  the  district. 

BUILDING,  MAINTENANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

FUND. 

Prior  to  the  present  War,  the  highest  total  of  In-Patients  in 
a  vear  had  been  1,0G7 ;  in  1942  there  were  1,339,  and  last  year 
there  were  1,620  (an  increase  of  more  than  50%) ;  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  beds  from  70  to  80  has  been  fully  justified; 
there  have  already  been  times  when  there  has  been  a  shortage 
of  beds. 

This,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  growth  of  the  work  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  indicates  that  further  extensions 
may  have  to  be  carried  out  after  the  War  is  ended. 
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Your  Committee  are,  therefore,  very  desirous  of  setting 
aside  each  year  a  sum  for  such  a  purpose. 

They  acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  donations  exceeding 
£600. 

ISSUE  OF  TICKETS. 

Your  Committee  is  continuing  to  issue  three  tickets  for  each 
guinea  subscribed,  each  of  which  is  available  for  one  month. 

In-Patients  are  required  to  provide  two  tickets. 

The  object  of  the  Hospital  is  to  benefit  the  community  as 
much  as  possible,  and  the  large  number  of  tickets  issued  to 
subscribers  throughout  the  District  is  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  Patients  attending  the  Eye  Infirmary  at  an 
early  stage,  thereby  reducing  the  risk  of  eye  disease  being 
accentuated.

The  total  of  £12,066  2s.  4d.  for  1943  shows  an  increase  of 
more  than  8%  over  the  highest  previous  total — that  for  1942.
